The 76 Great Towns. 
(Towns containing more than 50,000 Inhabitants at the Census of 1901.) 


The seventy-six great towns of England and Wales that were included 
in the weekly returns for 1903 contained an estimated population of 
15,075,011 persons in the middle of that year. 


The births registered in this population during the period of 52 weeks 
ended 2nd January 1904 numbered 446,329, and were equal to a rate of 
29-7 per 1000 of the population, as compared with arate of 30°0 per 1000 in 


the immediately preceding year. 


The deaths registered in the same period numbered 244,468, and corre- 
sponded to a crude rate of 16°3 per 1000, or 1-1 per 1000 less than the rate of 
1902. The death-rate in 1903, calculated without reference either to the 
age or the sex constitution of the populations varied, as usual, considerably 
in the several towns; the lowest crude rate being 7:9 per 1000 in Hornsey, 


and the highest 22°2 in Wigan. 


The age and sex constitution of the population having been ascertained at 
the Census of 1901, both for England and Wales as a whole and for each 
of the 76 great towns, factors applicable to the recorded death-rates of 
these towns have been calculated, in order to make approximate corrections 
for differences of age and sex in the several populations, as enumerated at the 
recent Census. On applying this factor (column 2 of Table A on pages iv and v) 
to the recorded rates, we obtain the “corrected rates”? which will be found in 
the fourth column, - In calculating the comparative mortality figures for 
the fifth column, the number for England and Wales has been taken as 
1000, and the corrected rate of each town has been reduced to a number 
comparable to that standard. The fifth column may be read _as follows :— 
After making approximate correction for differences of age and sex constitu- 
tion, the same number of lives that in the year 1903 gave 1000 deaths in 
England and Wales as a whole gave 581 deaths in Hornsey, 676 in Kings 
Norton, 722 in Leyton, 723 in Handsworth (Statfs), and 759 in Kast Ham, &c., 
also 1403 in Burnley, 1422 in Liverpool, 1430 in Manchester, 1522 in 
Middlesbrough, and 1588 in Wigan.

Particulars of mortality in 1903 in each of the seventy-six great towns 
are given in Tables 1 to 4. 


Infantile mortality.—The 244,468 deaths at all ages included the deaths 
of 64,113 infants in their first year of life. Infantile mortality, measured 
by the proportion of deaths under one year to births registered, averaged 
144 per 1000 in the seventy-six great towns. The towns with the lowest 
rates of infantile mortality were Bournemouth 81, Hornsey 84, Burton-on- 
Trent 93, Barrow-in-Furness 97, Kings Norton 98, and Handsworth (Staffs) 
100. The towns with the highest rates were Wigan 180, Rotherham 181, 
Sheffield 182, Stockport 185, Middlesbrough 186, and Burnley 217. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Chief Epidemic Diseases.—The death-rate from the chief epidemic diseases 
averaged 1:89 per 1000 of the population ; the highest rates among the great 
towns were 2°97 in Middlesbrough, 3:08 in Hanley, 3°09 in Preston, 3°10 
in Sheffield, 3:29 in Warrington, and 4:18 in Wigan. 


Small-pox was the cause of 415 deaths in the 76 towns. Of these 137 
belonged to Liverpool, 25 to Manchester, 23 to Oldham, 22 to Leeds, 21 to 
Leicester, 19 to Gateshead, 13 to London, 12 each to Birmingham and 
Bradford, 10 to Burnley, 9 to Newcastle-on-Tyne, 7 each to Hanley, Bootle, 
Bury, and Salford, 6 each to Rochdale and Hull, and smaller numbers to 30 
other great towns. 


Measles was the registered cause of 5486 deaths, corresponding to a 
rate of 0:36 per 1000 living at all ages. No deaths from measles were | 
returned from Bournemouth, Grimsby, St. Helens, Huddersfield, or Stockton- 
on-Tees. The highest rates were 0°79 in Cuventry and in Sheffield, 0°81 
in Sunderland, 0:90 in Preston, 1:00 in Swansea, 1°45 in Warrington, and 
1‘61 in Wigan. 


Scarlet fever caused 2160 deaths, which corresponded to a rate of 0:14 
per 1000 living. No deaths were attributed to this disease either in Brighton, 
in Ipswich, or in Barrow-in-Furness, and the rate did not exceed 0-01 
per 1000 in Croydon or in Hornsey. The highest rates were 0:34 in Bolton, 
0:38 in West Bromwich, 0:41 in Merthyr Tydfil, 0-42 in Wigan, 0°45 in 
Bootle, and 0°50 in Great Yarmouth. 


Diphtheria (exclusive of croup unless stated to he membranous) was the 
stated cause of 2971 deaths, corresponding to a mortality of 0:20 per L000 
of the population. The death-rate from this disease ranged from 0:03 in 
Derby, 0°04 in Burton-on-Trent, 0°05 in Handsworth (Staffs.) and in 
Wallasey, to 0:44 in Coventry, 0°85 in Great Yarmouth, and 1:22 in Hanley, 
in which latter town this disease had been very fatal in the year 1902 also. | 


Whooping-cough accounted for 4922 deaths and for a mortality equal to 
0°33 per 1000 living at all ages. The mortality from this disease ranged 
from 0:03 per 1000 in South Shields, and 0:05 in Bournemouth, in Hands- 
worth (Staffs.}, and in Bolton, to 0°61 in Sheffield, 0°65 in Rotherham, and 
0:78 in Oldham: 


Lhe continued fevers, mainly enteric, were the registered causes of 1742 
deaths, being equal toa rate of 0:12 per 1LOOO of the population. No deaths ~ 
from “fever” were registered either in Handsworth (Staffs.) or in Hornsey, 
and the death-rate did not exceed 0:02 per 1000 in Coventry, Hastings, or 
Burton-on-Trent. Among the remaining great towns it rose to 0:29 in 
Grimsby and in Preston, 0°37 in Rhondda, and 0:39 in Merthyr Tydfil. .

Diarrhea (including dysentery and English cholera) accounted for 
10,613 deaths at all ages, and for a death rate of 0-71 per 1000 of the 
population. The lowest death-rates from diarrhcea were Uv) per 1000 in 
- Hornsey, 0°13 in West Hartlepool, 0:14 in Bournemouth, and 0-16 both in 
Burton-on-Trent and in Halifax; the highest being 1°40 in Burnley, 1°41 in 
Middlesbrough, and 1°53 in Bootle. 


‘Violence.—The deaths returned as caused by violence numbered 9426, and. 
corresponded to a death-rate of 0°63 per 1000 persons living. The rates of 
death by violence ranged from 0°13 in Aston Manor, 0:18 in Hornsey, and 
0:22 in~ Bournemouth and in Smethwick to 1:04 in Newcastle-on-Tyne,” 
1:15.in Merthyr Tydfil, and 1:16 in Bootle. | oN 





Deaths in public institutions.—Of the 244,468 deaths registered in the 76 
great towns no fewer than 55,439, or 22°7 per cent., occurred in public insti- 
tutions. Among the several great towns the lowest proportions of deaths in 
institutions were 2°8 per cent. in Rhondda, 3:0 in Handsworth (Staffs.), 
4-4-in Smethwick, and 5:5 in Hornsey. The highest proportions were 24°5 
in Manchester, 29°0 in Liverpool, and 35:4 in London. 


Coroners’ inquests were held in 19,372 cases during the year, the propor- 
tion of inquest cases being equal to 7°9 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 
The percentage ranged from 2°5 in Aston Manor, 3°1 in Barrow-in-Furness, 
and 3°6 in Kings Norton and in Gateshead, to 10°3 in Croydon, 11:1 in Derby, 
and 14-2 in Tottenham. 


Uncertified deaths.—The causes of 2788 deaths, or 1:1 per cent. of the total 
deaths, were uncertified. No uncertified deaths were registered in Croydon, 
Hornsey, Southampton, Great Yarmouth, or Derby, and the proportion of 
uncertified deaths did not exceed 0:1 per cent. either in Devonport, in 
Oldham, or in Cardiff. Among other great towns, however, the proportion 
rose to 4°6 in Gateshead, 4:7 in Barrow-in-Furness, 4°9 in Warrington, 5°3 in 
South Shields, and 6°7 in St. Helens.

\ . MARRIAGES. 


In the year 1903 the marriages registered in London were 40,215 in number. 
The proportion of persons married in each 1000 of the population was there-

BIRTHS. 


The births registered in London numbered 130,906, and corresponded to a 
birth-rate of 28-4 per 1000. This is the lowest birth-rate as yet recorded for 
London, and is 0-1 per 1000 below the rate for 1902. The natural increment 
of the population, by excess of births over deaths, was 08,797, the average 
increment in the decennium immediately preceding having been 48,510. 


DEATHS. 
The deaths registered in London were 72,109 in nufmber, and were equal 


to a crude death-rate of 15-7 per 1000; the average annual death-rate in the 
preceding decennium having been 18-9 per 1000. _ 


The London death-rate in the year 1903 was the lowest hitherto recorded, 
and was below that of the immediately preceding year by no less than 2 per

Infantile mortality —The total deaths at all ages included the deaths of 
17,213 infants under the age of one year. These deaths were in the pro- 
portion of 131 per 1000 births, against an average for the previous decennium 
of 158 per 1000. After distribution of the deaths occurring in public 
institutions, the incidence of infantile mortality in the various Metropolitan 
Boroughs was as follows :—Hampstead stood lowest in the list (as it had 
done in 1902 also) with an infantile death-rate of 88 per 1000 births, 
Lewisham next with 92, and Holborn next with 95. The highest infantile 
death-rates were 154 in Poplar, 158 in Bermondsey, and 171 in Shoreditch. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Table C. on the following page shows, in a summary form, the number 
of lives saved and the number lost in the year 1903, as compared with 
the corrected average in the previous ten years, under certain of the more 
important headings in the list of causes. The “net saving of life” in 
the year 1903 amounts to 14,821. ‘This implies that if the average rate 
of death in the previous decennium had continued throughout 1903 there 
would have been lost in that year 14,821 additional lives, which, as it is, 
have been saved. Compared with the several averages, there was in 
1903 an excess of 603 deaths from cancer, of 47 deaths from diseases of 
the urinary system, and of 86 deaths from suicide. The following diseases 
were less fatal than the average :— Respiratory diseases (excluding 
pneumonia) by 4199 deaths, nervous and circulatory diseases by 2286 
deaths, diphtheria by 1417 deaths, phthisis and other tuberculous diseases by 
1322 deaths, diarrhcea by 710 deaths, and influenza by 635 deaths. < 


Smaztl-pox was returned as the certified cause of only 13 deaths during 
the year 1903, as compared with 229 and 14514 in the years 1901 and 1902 
respectively. Of the 13 deaths registered in 1903, 4 belonged to Stepney, 
4 to Lambeth, 3 to the City of Westminster, and 2 to Poplar. 


Measles was the registered cause of 2054 deaths, giving a rate of 0°45 
per 1000 living, or 0:10 per 1000 below the average rate in the ten preceding 
years. Among Metropolitan Boroughs the lowest death-rates from this 
disease were 0:09 per 1000 in Hampstead, 0:12 in the City of London, 0°19 in 
Kensington and in Chelsea, and 0°21 in Woolwich. The highest rates were 
0°66 in Bethnal Green, 0°69 in Finsbury, 0°83 in St. Pancras, 0°87 in 
Shoreditch, and 0°95 in Poplar. 


Scarlet fever was the assigned cause of 362 deaths, corresponding to a 
death-rate of 0:08 per 1000, as compared with 0°17 per 1000 the decennial 
average rate. Of the total deaths from this disease 329, or 91 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions. No deaths from scarlet fever were regis- 
tered in Stoke Newington, and the death-rate from that disease did not 
exceed 0:04 per 1000 in Chelsea or in Woolwich, in the City of London, or in 
Battersea. he highest scarlet fever rates were 0°13 in St. Marylebone, 0:16 
in Deptford, and 0°19 in Bermondsey. 


Table B. (p. viii) shows that correction for deaths from scarlet fever occurring 
in hospitals considerably alters the mortality of the Metropolitan Boroughs, 
By this correction the scarlet fever mortality in Hampstead was reduced 
from 0°65 to 0°05 per 1000, and that of Greenwich from 0°50 to 0:09. In 
both cases the difference between the corrected and the crude rate was due 
to the presence of a Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospital.

Diphtheria (exclusive of croup unless stated to be membranous) was the 
assigned cause of 752 deaths in the year 1903. These deaths were equal 
to arate of 0-16 per 1000 living at all ages, as compared with rates of 0°30, 
0°30, and 0:25 per 1000 respectively in the three years immediately preceding. 


The London death-rate from diphtheria in 1903 was lower than in any 
year since 1880, in which year the rate was 0°14 per 1,000. In the year last 
mentioned, however, 570 additional deaths were registered as from croup, 
against 23 only in 1903. As the majority of these were probably due 
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to diphtheria, it is evident that the death-rate from this digease in’ 1903 
was much lower than in the earlier year. The stated mortality from 
diphtheria depends largely on the existence of hospitals in certain of the 
areas. In the Metropolitan Borough of Greenwich, for example, 94 deaths 
were registered in the year 1903; most of these deaths occurred in the 
Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospital, to which patients had been admitted 
from other districts; after distribution of institution deaths only 27 were 
accredited to Greenwich. Similarly, in the Borough of Hampstead 45 deaths 
from diphtheria were registered, but after correction only 10 were attributed 
to that borough. Other instances of Metropolitan Boroughs whose registered 
death-rates from diphtheria are greatly increased by the presence of hospitals 
are furnished by Fulham, Hackney, the City of London, Deptford, and 
Lewisham. On the other hand, St. Pancras, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, 
Poplar, Bermondsey, Battersea, Camberwell, and Woolwich are instances of 
the opposite kind, in which a large proportion of the diphtheria mortality . 
takes place outside the borough boundaries. After distribution of institu- 
tion deaths the lowest rates of mortality from diphtheria among the Metro- 
politan Boroughs were 0:05 in Chelsea, 0-08 in the City of Westminster and 
in the City of London, and 0:09 in Lambeth ; the highest rates were 0:21 in 
Hackney and in Bethnal Green, 0:27 in Greenwich, 0°35 in Poplar, and 0°40 
in Deptford. Table D. (p. xii) shows the death-rates for 1901-1903 in each 
of the Metropolitan Boroughs. For purposes of comparison the figures 
relating to the superseded sanitary areas during the years 1894-1900 have 
been grouped so as to correspond approximately to those for the new areas. 


The deaths in, London from diphtheria and croup together numbered 775 
last year and were 1498 below the decennial average. 


Whooping-cough was the registered cause of 1631 deaths, accounting for a 
death-rate at all ages of 0°35 per 1000, or 0-10 less than the average rate. The 
lowest death-rates from whooping-cough were 0:04 in Lewisham, 0:16 in the _ 
City of London, and 0:19 both in the City of Westminster and in Hampstead. 
The highest rates were 0:45 in Islington, 0-47 in Poplar and in Battersea, - 
0°51 in Kensington, and 0-54 in Finsbury. 


Enteric fever accounted for 387 deaths, typhus for 3, and pyrexia (of 
uncertain origin) for 6. Thus, to the continued fevers in the aggregate 
(referred to in the returns as “fever ”) 396 deaths were attributed, com- 
pared with 672 the average number in the ten preceding years corrected for 
increase of population. The 387 deaths from enteric fever were equal to - 
a rate of 0:08 per 1000, or 0:06 less than the decennial average rate. 


Influenza.—The deaths referred to this disease numbered 644 in the year 
under notice, compared with 1073 the number registered in the preceding 
year. 

Table KE. (p. xiii) shows the admissions to the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and to the London Fever Hospital, together with the. deaths 
there of patients suffering from small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, and 
enteric fever during the several years 1891-1903. 


Diarrhea (including dysentery and English cholera) was the assigned 
cause of 2958 deaths last year, and accounted for a death-rate of 0°64 
per 1000, against an average rate of 0:80 ‘per 1000 in the preceding ten 
years. The highest diarrhoea death-rates were 1:07 in Stepney, 1:17. in 
Fulham, and 1°30 in Shoreditch. The last two boroughs had shown the 
highest death-rates from diarrhea in the year 1902 also.

Phthisis accounted for 7347 deaths last year, as compared with a corrected 
average number of 8176 in the ten years 1893-1902. The death-rate from 
phthisis was equal to 1°60 per 1000 at all ages, as compared with 1:90, 
179, 1-71, and 1°64 severally in the four preceding years. Some of the 
Metropolitan Boroughs strikingly show the necessity of distributing in- 
stitution deaths from pnhthisis, in order to arrive at a fairly reliable 
measure of its local mortality. Thus, for example, in the Borough of 
Kensington, which contains the St. Marylebone Infirmary and part of 
the Brompton Consumption Hospital, 365 deaths from phthisis were 
registered in the the year 1903; but it was found after distribution that 
only 223 properly belonged to Kensington. The phthisis death-rate in 
this borough was, therefore, reduced by correction from 2°05 per 1000 
to 1:25. Chelsea is another borough that is similarly in point. This 
borough contains the workhouse and infirmary belonging to St. George, 
Hanover Square, which union forms part of the City of Westminster, 
it also contains part of the Brompton Consumption Hospital. The 
effect of distribution is to reduce the number of phthisis deaths in 
Chelsea from 211 to 116, and the death-rate from 2°85 to 1°57. On the 
other hand, Hammersmith, the City of Westminster, St. Marylebone, 
Holborn, Finsbury, and Southwark are examples of Metropolitan Boroughs,

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the phthisis mortality of which is very imperfectly represented by the 
deaths registered in those areas. Last year after distribution of deaths 
the phthisis death-rates in the Metropolitan Boroughs ranged from 0:74 
in Hampstead and 0°84 in Lewisham to 2°28 in Finsbury, 2°32 in Shoreditch, 
2°40 in Southwark, and 3°14 in Holborn. 


Violence was the registered cause of 3109 deaths in London last year, against 
3078 the corrected average number in the ten preceding years. The deaths 
from suicide numbered 568, and were 86 more than the average. The deaths 
from homicide numbered 58, or 10 fewer than the average. There were 
6 executions in the course of the year. Of the 2477 accidental deaths 306 
were stated to have been caused by horses and vehicles in the streets—the 
corresponding numbers in the previous five years having ranged between 
3802 and 371. Asin previous years, about 40 per cent. of these deaths were 
classed as having been caused by “ vans, waggons, drays.” Compared with 
the average numbers in the previous five years, the deaths under most of 
the headings in Table F. (p. xiv) showed a decrease in 1903. 


. Of the deaths attributed to accident, 534 were those of infants under one 
year of age that had been suffocated in bed, Of the 58 deaths by homicide, 
24 were those of infants in their first year. 


Deaths in public institutions—Of the 72,109 deaths registered in London 
during last year, 25,505, or 35:4 per cent., took place either in workhouses, 
in hospitals, or in public lunatic asylums. The percentages in the several 
classes of institutions were as follows :— |

Uncertified deaths.—The causes of 199, or 0:3 per cent. of the total deaths 
in London were uncertified. Of these uncertified deaths 165 were registered 
in the southern group of districts. 


Coroners’ inquests were held in 7341 cases, the proportion of inquests 
being equal to 10:2 per cent. of the total deaths registered. Among the 
several groups of registration districts, the proportions ranged from 8°5 per 
cent, in the southern group to 14°8 per cent. in the eastern group. 


GREATER LONDON. 


The estimated population of Greater London, which is coterminous with 
the “ Metropolitan ” and “ City Police” Districts, was 6,806,296 in the middle 
of the year 1903. Of these, 4,613,812 were estimated to be living in Inner 
or Registration London, which is coterminous with the administrative 
county, and 2,192,484 in the Outer Ring. The mortality among the popula- 
tion of the entire area was at the rate of 14°5 per 1000, as compared with 
18°5, 17°7, 16°3, and 16-4 severally in the four preceding years. In the County 
of London the mortality was at the rate of 15:7 per 1000, whilst in the 


Outer Ring it did not exceed 12°0. Infantile mortality in Greater London. 


was equal to 126 per 1000 births, as compared with 165, 156, 146, and 135 
severally in the four preceding years. Last year infantile mortality was 
equal to 131 in the County of London and to 114 in the Outer Ring. 


The One Hundred and Three Smaller Towns. 


(Towns containing from 25,000 to 50,000 Inhabitants at the Census 
of 1901.) 


In the middle of the year 1903 the 103 English and Welsh towns included 


in Table 5 contained a population that is estimated at 3,706,326. The 
births registered in these towns numbered 101,376, and were in the 
proportion of 27:4 per 1000 of the population. The registered deaths were 
54,074 in number, and were equal to a rate of 14:6 per 1000 persons living. 


Disregarding the age and sex constitution of the several populations, the 
local death-rates varied considerably. The lowest crude rates were 9:0 in 
Beckenham, 9:3 in Reigate, 9°-4 in Wimbledon, 10:1 in Ilford, and 10°2 in 
Withington. The highest rates were 19°8 in Ashton-under-Lyne, 19°9 in 
Leigh (Lancashire), 20°0 in Dudley, 20:5 in Barnsley, and 21:2 in Longton. 


Particulars of mortality in each of the 103 towns will be found in 
Tables 5 and 6. 


Infantile mortality—The 54,074 deaths at all ages in the 103 towns 
included the deaths of 13,690 infants under one year of age. Calculated on 
the registered births these deaths corresponded to a rate of 135 per 1000. 
The lowest rates of infantile mortality were—in Tunbridge Wells 76, in 
Wimbledon 85, and in Reigate, Gloucester, and Cheltenham, 86 per 1000 births. 
The highest rates were—in Stalybridge 194, in Leigh (Lancashire) 198, in 
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Ashton-under-Lyne 200, in Longton 214, and in Farnworth 220. The last 


two towns had shown the highest rates of infantile mortality in the year 
1902 also. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


- The principal epidemic diseases caused an average death-rate of 1°41 per 1000 
in the 103 towns—among which the lowest rates were 0°24 per 1000 in Bath, 
0:30 in Torquay, 0°43 in Beckenham, 0°48 in Shrewsbury, and 0°49 in Reigate. 
The highest rates were 3:07 in Farnworth, 3°10 in Wednesbury, 4°00 in 
Barnsley, 4°18 in Ilkeston, and 5°19 in Leigh (Lancashire). 


Small-pox was the registered cause of 90 deaths, viz., 14 in Cambridge, 
8 in Dewsbury, 5 each in Colchester, Chester, and Middleton, 4 each in 
Wakefield and Carlisle, and smaller numbers in 27 other towns. 


Measles caused an average death-rate of 0°29 per 1000; the highest rates 
being 1:18 in Rowley Regis, 1:21 in Ashton-under-Lyne, 1°32 in ‘Barnsley, 
1:76 in Ilkeston, and 2°71 in Leigh (Lancashire). 


Scarlet fever accounted for an average death-rate of 0°12 per 1000. The 
highest rates were 0°45 in Leigh (Lancashire) and in Accrington, 0°47 in 
Todmorden, 0°77 in Llanelly, and 0°97 in Wednesbury. 


Diphtheria (exclusive of croup unless stated to be membranous) was 
responsible for an average death-rate of 0°16 per 1000. The highest rates 
were 0°50 in Longton and in Darlington, 0°53 in Pontypridd, 0°55 in 
Todmorden, and 0°68 in Eccles. . 


Whooping-cough was fatal in the average proportion of 0°25 per 1000 living ; 
the towns with the highest death-rates from this disease were Dover and 
Wednesbury, where the rate was 0°71, Ilkeston 0°75, Leigh (Lancashire) 
0-81, and Peterborough 0°99. 


“ Fever” (mainly “enteric,” but including also “ typhus ” and “ pyrexia’) 
accounted for a death-rate that averaged 0°11 in the 103 towns. The highest 
rates from “ fever” were 0°28 in Leigh (Lancashire) and in Barnsley, 0°34 in 
Southend-on-Sea, 0°38 in Farnworth and in Gorton, and 0-46 in Widnes. 


Diarrhea (i.., diarrhoea, dysentery, and English cholera) caused an 
average death-rate of 0°43 per 1000 in these 103 towns. The highest rates 
were 1:24 in Oldbury, 1:28 in Doncaster, 1°33 in Longton, 1°62 in Farnworth, 
1°63 in Barnsley, and 1°75 in Gorton. 


Edinburgh, Glasgow, Dublin and Belfast. 


In Edinburgh the death-rate in 1903 was 16°8, in Glasgow 19:2, in Dublin 
22-9, and in Belfast 20:0—per 1000 of the several populations. 


Colonial and Foreign Cities. 


From Weekly and other Returns with which the Registrar-General has 
been favoured by the Authorities of thirty-nine of the principal Colonial and 
Foreign cities, of which the estimated aggregate population exceeded thirty 
millions, it is found that the deaths last year in these cities collectively were 
equal to a rate of 20°7 per 1000 living. 
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In thirty-four European, Australian, and American cities, with an aggregate 
population exceeding twenty-seven millions, the death-rate was 18°3 per 1000. 
In Paris the rate was 17:9, in St. Petersburg 23°8, in Berlin 16°5, in Vienna 
18°6, and in New York 18:2, against 15:7 in London. Among the other cities 
the lowest rates were 11:6 in Sydney, 13:1 in Brisbane, 14:0 in Amsterdam, 
141 in the Hague, 14-4 in Antwerp, 15:2 in Brussels, 15°3 in Christiania and 
in Chicago, 15-4 in Rotterdam, and 15:9 in Copenhagen and in Buenos Ayres ; 
the highest rates were 23-8 in St. Petersburg and in Breslau, 25:5 in Trieste, 
and 27°5 in Moscow. Small-pox caused 278 deaths in Philadelphia, 207 in 
Buenos Ayres, 155 in St. Petersburg, and 129 in Brussels. Measles was 
most fatal in proportion to population in Antwerp, Rotterdam, Christiania, 
St. Petersburg, Moscow, and Buda-Pesth; scarlet fever in St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Hamburg, Prague, and Buda-Pesth; diphtheria and croup in 
Christiania, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Buda-Pesth, Milan, New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, and San Francisco; whooping-cough in 
Rotterdam, St. Petersburg, Trieste, Turin, and San Francisco; “ jever i 
Brisbane, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Prague, Rome, Milan, Venice, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore,and New Orleans; and diarrheal diseases in 
Antwerp, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Breslau, Munich, and Venice. 


Among the Indian cities the death-rate was equal to 33°7 in Calcutta, 37-8 in 
Madras, and 65:1 in Bombay. Simall-poxr caused 1,477 deaths in Bombay, 
Oo) in Calcutta, and 7 in Madras; measles caused 1,115 deaths in Bombay. 
Under the heading “fever” 6,134 deaths were classed in Madras, 13,043 in 
Calcutta, and 23,121 in Bombay, including respectively 5, 8,222, and 20,788 
from plague. The mortality from diarrheal diseases was excessive in each 
of these Indian cities. 


In Cairo and Alexandria the death-rates were 33°0 and 28:9 respectively, 
these high rates being largely attributable to excessive mortality from diar- 
rheal diseases. The deaths in Cairo also included 365 from measles, 287 
from diphtheria and croup, and 726 from “ fever” ; and those in Alexandria, 
109 from small-pox, 58 from diphtheria and croup, and 230 from “ Fever,” 
80 of which were from plague.

FIRES IN LONDON DURING THE YEAR 1903. 


The Chief Officer of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade reported to the London 
County Council that the number of fires attended during 1903 was 3400, 
being 174 less than the number in the preceding year, and 129 less than 
the average in the ten years 1893-1902. According to this report the lives of 
369 persons were seriously endangered, and 86 of these were lost. The 
numbers of lives lost by fires in London in the four preceding years were 
119, 74, 97, and 116 respectively. 

The authorised strength of the brigade included 1347 officers and men. 
The brigade possessed 72 land fire engine stations, 5 floating stations, and 
21 street and sub-stations ; also 1 fire float, 5 steam fire engines on barges, 
77 land steam fire engines, 1 motor steam fire engine, 17 manual fire engines, 
184 hand fire escapes, 29 long fire ladders, 45 miles of hose, 927 fire alarms, 
and 265 telephone lines or beil ringing fire alarms. The cases of injury 
occurring in the brigade during the year were 210 against 181, 204, and 
209 in the three preceding years.
